Rio  DK  Janeiro,  March  21st,   1S93. 


TiiK  sitimtion  in  Rio  Graiuie  lias  become 
somewliat  more  complicated  diirinj,'  the 
past  week  although  no  battles  of  imporlance 
iiave  been  foLiglit.  Telegrams  were  receiv- 
ed liere  on  t!ie  161I1  announcing  that  a 
battle  bad  been  fought  at  UpamortUy,  near 
Livramento,  in  which  the  national  forces 
under  General  Sih-a  Telles  iiad  been  defeat- 
ed, and  that  Alegtete  had  been  taken.  The 
news  of  the  battle  appears  to  imvo  been 
false,  as  notiiing  more  tiian  a  few  .skirm- 
ishes occurred  in  which  both  sides  claim 
advantages.  The  taking  of  Atcgrete 
was  at  first  denied,  but  is  now  con- 
firmed, and  a  iorce  of  a  itmusand  men 
has  been  sent  by  Gov.  Castilhos  from 
Cacequy  to  recapture  it.  As  lor  tlie  gen- 
eva! movement  of  troflps,  Gen.  Silva  Telles 
entered  Livramento  unopposed  on  the  lyih 
and  Gen.  Hyppolito,  who  was  nmrclun,;;, 
from  Uruguayiuia  to  join  him,  has  been 
ordered  to  return  to  that  city.  The  fedi 
forces  under  General  Silva  Tavares,  it  is 
said,  have  been  divided  into  three  sections, 
wliich  have  marched  into  the  interior,  thus 
abandoning  the  seige  of  Livramento.  This 
agrees  with  the  report  received  a  short  ti 
ago  to  ilie  effect  tliatGen.  Tavares  would  not 
Oppose  the  robei  of  LivramuHo,  but  would 
then  operate  in  the  rear  of  Gen.  Telles'  forces, 
cutting  his  communications  and  capturing 
tlie  towns  of  the  interior.  According  to 
tliis  morning's  telegrams,  Gen.  Tavares  is 
marching  upon  Bage,  the  terminus  of  the 
Rio  Grande  railway  line,  Gumersindo  Sa- 
raiva  lias  recaptured  D.  Pedrito,  and  tel- 
egraph communication  with  Livramento, 
Bage,  Uniguayana  and  Alegrete  has  been 
broken.  On  the  other  side,  the  telegrams 
from  Porto  Alegre  report  the  defeat  and  dis- 
persion of  federalist  bands  in  every  part  of 
the  state,  and  during  the  past  week  they 
even  reported  the  complete  annihilation  of 
the  army  under  General  Tavares,  So 
trustworthy  are  these  telegrams  that  no  one 
attaches  the  slightest  importance  to  liiem 
This  is  much  to  be  regretted,  because  when 
the  scene  of  operations  is  transferred  into 
the  interior  of  the  state  we  shall  have  no 
other  communication  than  the  state  tel 
egraph  line  through  Porto  Alegre, 


On  Friday  last  the  Jornal  do  Commercio 
posted  a  telegram  at  its  door,  confirming  a 
telegram  from  Montevideo  tlie  preceding 
day  as  to  the  defeat  of  the  national  forces 
at  or  near  Livramento.  The  Jornal  was 
perfectly  right  in  publishing  these  telegrams 
It  may  be  that  the  reports  are  untrue;  but 
it  is  impossible  for  a  newspaper  to  verify 
the  accuracy  of  every  item  of  news  that 
appears  in  its  columns.  The  Faiz,  how- 
ever, and  subsequently  the  Figaro  think 
that  newspapers  should  not  publish  un- 
favorable news,  and  the  latter  even  calls  for 
a  censorship  of  the  telegraph.  These 
journals  are  the  loudest  advocates  of  what  is 
called  "republicanism,"  and  they  are  also 
the  warmest  defenders  of  what  they  are 
pleased  to  call  the  "liberties  of  the  people." 
They  forget  that  a  free  expression  of 
opinion  and  immunity  from  ofticial  cen- 
sorship are  among  the  popular  liberties 
which  a  republic  should  guarantee.  They 
forget  that  in  a  true  republic  tlie  people 
should  be  independent  and  that  tliey  sliould 
not  only  think  and  decide  lor  them- 
selves, but  also  that  every  source  of  inform- 
ation should  be  open  to  them.  And  they 
forget,  also,  that  false  items  of  news  in 
favor  of  the  government,  such  as  is  pub- 
lished in  the  Pais,  are  even  worse  than  false 


reports  of  revolutionary  successes,  for  they 
are  deliberate  attempts  to  deceive  ami  mis- 
"  ad.  The  truth  will  eventually  transpire, 
colleagues,  no  matter  how  many  false  re- 
ports may  have  been  published  aiul  no 
matter  how  many  cleccils  may  liave  been 
practised.  We  have  far  more  fear  of  the 
results  of  otllcial  interference,  than  we  have 
offi\lse  telegrams,  Let  us  therefore  have 
all  the  news,  from  all  sources,  and  then  let 
the  editors  and  the  people  make  what  com- 
menls  they  please.  Fears  of  the  effect  of 
false  telegrams  o!  federalist  successes,  load 
us  to  believe  that  the  authorities  are  very 
uncertain  of  their  position  even  liere  in 
Rio,  and  this  is  an  iniprcisiun  they  are 
trying  to  prevent,  if  we  mistake  not.  Let 
the  censor  be  buried  forever,  then,  and  let 
ns  have  all  the  news.  It  will  not  take  the 
public  long  to  lind  out  whether  the  move- 
ments on  the  Rio  Grande  frontier  are 
genuine,  or  whether  the)'  are  for  rhetorical 
elfecis. 


ThI'.  situation  in  Santos  has  been  for 
some  time  a  repetition  of  what  occurred 
there  last  year.  Last  month  the  deaths 
from  yellow  fever  alone  numbered  4S0. 
which  lor  a  citv  of  about  20,000  population 
gives  a  frightf^ully  high  death  rate.  From 
what  we  can  learn,  the  course  of  events 
there  is  a  close  reproduction  of  the  terrible 
scenes  which  characterii^ed  that  pest  hole 
last  year,  except  that  a  larger  number  of 
business  men  are  living  up  the  railway  line 
and  in  Sao  Paulo,  The  hospitals  are  again 
crowded  with  the  victims  of  i'ever,  the 
poorer  classes  among  the  foreigners,  jirin- 
ci])ally  Portuguese  anti  Italians,  are  (lying 
off"  in  their  hovels  like  poisoned  rats,  and 
the  crews  of  vessels  in  port  are  being  swept 
away  at  a  rate  which  paralyzes  description. 
The  principal  occupation  of  tlie  place  is 
that  of  attending  the  sick  and  hurviiig  ihi; 
dead.  In  view  of  all  that  lias  occurred  in 
Santos,  of  all  that  has  been  said,  and  o(  all 
the  valuable  interests  at  slake,  is  it  not  time 
that  the  commercial  world  should  unite  to 
ahaiulon  and  condemn  a  place  so  fatal  to 
liuman  lile  ,'  It  is  useless  to  appeal  further 
to  the  luiuiane  interference  ol  the  Brazilian 
government,  for  it  has  apparently  110  feeling 
whatever  for  the  plague-stricken  strangers 
who  are  dying  diere  every  day,  and  no 
thought  for  the  terrible  reputation  which

'  the  unsanitary  condition  of  Santos,  and 
it  has  had  many  a  measure  of  relief 
placed  before  it,  hut  all  to  no  avail. 
This  government  apparently  prefers  to 
protect  jabbers  and  parasites  than  to 
interfere  in  behalf  of  tiie  countless  lives 
exposed  there  to  tlie  ravages  of  fever.  It 
prefers  to  pen  up  a  mukiiude  of  laborers 
and  commercial  employes  in  the  swamps  of 
that  port,  than  to  permit  a  foreign  railway 
to  increase  its  traffic  facilities  so  as  to  relieve 
the  crowded  condition  of  the  city.  'I'lie 
death  of  four  hundred  poor  laboring  men 
in  a  montii  is  nothing  to  a  government 
whose  proteges  are  legion,  and  whose 
patriotic  ambition  is  conliiied  to  polilical 
lionors  and  to  the  introduction  of  servile 
laborers  for  the  favored  few.  In  view  of 
all  this,  the  port  of  Santos  should  be 
denounced  and  abandoned.  Let  the  gov- 
ernment go  on  building  quays  if  it  pleases, 
the  merchant  and  shipmaster  are  not 
obliged  to  go  tliere,  to  further  enrich  its 
fetid  soil  with  their  bodies.  Let  them  move 
away  to  some  other  place  and  refuse  longer 
to  risk  life  and  property  in  so  pestiferous  a 
hole.  There  need  be  no  tear  as  to  the 
result,  for  products  will  always  go  where 
the  buyers  locate.  In  ouropinioii  it  would 
be  a  wise  thing  for  the  business  men  of 
Santos  to  move  en  masse  to  Ubatuba,  and 
then  take  their  own  precautions  against  the 
abuses  and  pullutions  which  have  made 
Santos  so  deadly  a  place,  and  wliicli  are 
rapidly  ruining  many  an  interior  town.

Our  correspondent  apparently  misunder- 
stand-; the  oiiject  of  uiir  critici.sm.  We 
have  uu  wish  to  attack  the  Cailiulic  church, 
nor  1(1  indulge  in  a  religious  controversy, 
nor  Id  iiistiiute  cuinparisons  between  re- 
ligions, or  countries.  Com [lari sons  are  at 
best  very  misleading,  as  our  correspondent 
might  see  by  substituting  almost  any  other 
Cathnlic  country  for  Ireland  in  the  illustra- 
tion given  above.  No  one  would  say  that 
Kngland  is  more  immoral  than  cither 
Ponugal,  or  Spain,  or  France,  or  liaiy,  or 
Austria,  Here  in  Brazil  we  have  seen 
statistics  which  show  that  in  certain  local- 
ities the  proportion  of  illegitimate  cliildren 
Ka;;  roacbcd  iis  high  a  figure  is  50  percent. 
However,  this  also  isonlya  part  of  the  case. 
If  our  correspondent  has  followed  the  daily 
iiewspa[ier  records,  he  has  certainly  seen  a 
very  ugly  list  of  assassinations,  suicides, 
seductions,  outrages  on  children,  frauds, 
peculations,  thefts,  burglaries,  and  all  that. 
And  if  he  is  at  all  fiimiliar  with  life  behind 
the  political  curtains  iie  has  also  seen  no 
sinali  display  of  bribery,  blackmail, fraud  and 
rubbery  which  never  appears  in  print.  All 
ihis  of  course  is  found  elsewhere,  but  as  our 
influence  and  work  is  limited  we  are  obliged 
to  restrict  our  criticism  to  the  cases  around 
us.  Tliere  can  be  no  disputing  the  state- 
ment ihat  the  standard  of  morality  all 
through  South  America  is  very  low,  and 
also  that  very  little  is  being  done  to  im- 
[irove  it.  It  is  idle  to  charge  that  all 
this  is  due  lo  "  misgovcrnment, "  for 
misgovernmcnt  itself  is  a  result  of  the  low 
moral  standard  of  the  people.  The  prime 
cause  of  all  these  crimes  and  immoralities 
is  to  be  found  in  the  bad,  or  defective  train- 
ing of  the  people,  and  this  is  just  where  the 
responsibility  of  tlie  Church  is  to  be  found. 
The  church  in  Uracil  has  been  a  branch  of 
the  slate,  it  has  had  the  sole  religious  train- 
ing of  the  people,  and  it  has  kept  secular 
education  within  its  control.  It  is  not  so 
very  long  ago  when  it  was  impossible  to 
introduce  a  text-book  into  the  schools  of 
this  couniry  without  the  approval  of  the 
church.  In  other  South  American  countries 
we  find  very  much  the  same  state  of  things. 
In  Peril  and  Ecuador  particularly  the  domi- 
nation of  the  church  is  so  absolute  that 
there  is  hardly  a  sign  ofdissent  to  be  found. 
Under  such  conditions,  this  dominant  in- 
stitution, the  church,  which  assumes  the 
sole  right  and  authority  to  develop  the 
moral  ciiaracter  of  the  people,  to  teach  them 
truth  and  virtue,  and  even  lo  guide  them 
in  their  temporal  occupations,  can  not 
escape  ihe  responsibility  which  it  has  insist- 
ed upon  assuming.  If  the  people  thus  led 
and  instructed  are  ignorant  of  the  sacred- 
ness  uf  human  life  am!  of  the  rights  of 
persons  am!  property,  who  is  lo  be  blamed  ? 
It  they  lie  and  steal  and  fight,  without  an 
apparent  thought  of  the  wrong  committed,  ■ 
upon  whose  shoulders  falls  the  responsi- 
bility.=  For  nearly  four  centuries  the  church 
has  been  dominant  tiere  in  South  America, 


and  in  a  considerable  part  of  North  America, 
and  even  yet  there  is  hut  very  little  to  show 
for  its  giiiL;.tnce  and  teaching?  Take  away 
Parisian  fiishions  and  a  few  modern  improve- 
ments, ami  the  civilization  to-tiay  in  these 
countries  will  show  but  a  very  slight  ad- 
vance on  what  was  introduced  by  those 
who  cmuiuereiland  plundcreil  them.  If  the 
church  is  imt  largely  to  blame  for  all  this, 
then,  we  ask  ag.iin,  who  is?

These  are 
valuable  elements  since  they  ^ive  .t  chance  f<n- the 
O|ieralion  of  benet'icenl  causes,  M;itoiially  we  aru 
getting  on,  Tlie  pace  of  litis  gelling  ..n  is  as  vapid 
as  we  Iinve  reason  to  nsk.  h] very  one  has  enough 
lo  do;  if  nol  woik  of  mie  kind  aiuulier  is  open  to 
liini.  Ualxn'  has  a  bouiilifnl  yield  and  reward  from 
iialure  and  aficr  giving  abundmu  food  tor  ourselves 
leaves  us  a  gencions  snriilus  (or  selling  abroad  for 
Ihe  pmchaseoi  things  beun  bought  than  pr^Mjced. 
I'lvery  year  we  have  more  callle  and  thicks,  a 
grealer  a^-ieage  under  lilla.^r',  a  greater  harvosl,aud 
consequenlly  gre,iier  weahh.  '1  hese  developments 
are  coiislanlly  going  on  and  are  bound  lo  continue 
in  gieaiei-  force  and  rnlio.  Politics  may  he  uiisel- 
lled  lull  calile  gta^ie,  wool  grows,  the  plough  and 
rea|-er  do  nol  slop.  So  long  .^s  government  does 
not  allow  wlioles.ile  robbery  or  unlnnited  exlra- 
vagance  this  wealth  will  ctnitinue  to  augment.  Our 
credit  has  sulTcred  so  that  capital  \^-ill  not  conic 
here  as  formerly.  It  is  to  he  regretlr.i  i|i;,t  confi- 
dence  in  .-\rgeniina  has  been  imp.iired  liul  it  is  not 
a  mailer  of  nuniraing  that  a  check  has  heen  given 
til  the  Hood  of  capilaT  that  poured  in  a  few  'years 
ago.  Wo  horroiveil  too  much.  Capital  was  too 
ea^ily  nvailnhle  and  as  a  conseipience  extravagance 
and  speculalion  ran  a  race  which  became  a  dead 
heat.  We  shall  need  more  capital  fromahro.-iii  but 
Ihe  pause  in  its  coming  and  the  diminution  of  its 
volume  will  nol  haiin  us.  This  period  of  suspense 
gives  us  the  opporiunity  to  digest  what  had  helore 
been  begun  or  done,  nnd  to  catch  up  with  the  aili- 
(icial  conditions  of  Ijle  we  liad  created.  Tiie 
economy  whicli  has  liecome  general  wilt  be  none 
the  less  effcclive  heciutse  enforced  and  we  shall  in 
due  time  leel  the  benefit  ol  it.  These,  if  not  "good 
times,"  are  the  seed-lime  of  coming  good  times, 
just  as  the  days  of  the  late  lameiiled  boom,  if 
"good  limes,"  were  the  seed-time  ol  present  panic 
or  liard  limes.  The  wise  man  will  m  Ihese  facts 
discover  i^nnindivork  for  hope,  conruience  and 
action.  He  will  see  that  of  necessity  ihe  results 
of  preseiU  coLidili<ms  must  he  htlure  prosperity, 
and  he,  being  ilie  wise  man  aforesaid,  will  not  wail 
until  the  dullard  gets  ihe  fact  driven  through  his 
Ihick  skull,  hut  will  m)  act  as  to  reap  the  lull  i)enefit 
of    the  wisdom  he  possesses. 

The  number  of  the  wise  is  less  now  than  in  lite 
time  of  ancient  paralile  when  wise  and  foolish  were 
eijual  in  nundiers,  and  llie  greater  number  follow  a 
leader  as  sheep  IoIIdw  a  leader,  quite  as  readily 
into  a  ditch  as  into  green  paslnres,  but  now  and 
then  the  wise  man  may  he  fuuiid  who  will  do  these 
wise  tilings.

The 
next  day  the  unfortunate  prisoner  was  working 
with  a  gang  of  his  fellow  prisoners  at  the  "bar- 
ranca "  when  a  "  cabo "  approached  him  and 
drawing  his  sword  made  several  slashes  at  the 
defenceless  man,  who  only  saved  his  life  by  guard- 
ing bis  head  with  his  hands  and  arms,  which  were 
ol  course  horribly  mutilated.  The  other  prisoners 
of  llie  gang  then  interfered,  and  the  atrair  ended  for 
the  moment.  Subsequently  the  wounded  man  was 
thrown  into  a  dark  cell,  but  not  before  his  brutal 
captors  and  jailers  struck  him  several  limes  with 
tlie  flat  of  their  swords  over  the  head  and  body. 
This  was  not  the  worst.  The  poor  wretch,  who 
was  covered  with  wounds,  blood  and  bruises,  was 
allowed  to  remain  three  days  without  medical 
assistance  of  any  kind,  and  almost  without  food.

A  large  majority  of  the  state  is 
against  him,  and  will  manifest  itself  as  soon  as  the 
nation.T,l  and  state  forces  are  withdrawn. 

—A  Rivera  telegram  to  the  Times  of  Ar'^mtina, 
dated  March  9th,  says  :  "  A  person  whose  infor- 
mation IS  always  correct,  in  ail  that  refers  to  the 
bouses  here,  assures  me  that  the  arms  and  ammu- 
nition required  for  attacking  the  city  of  Sanla  Ana, 
arrived  here  from  Montevideo  yesterday.  Colonel 
Islas,  who  has  been  here  for  some  days  past,  has

—The  state  legislature  of  S .  Paulo  has  adjourned, 
having  previously  voted  the  bill  authorizing  the 
state  government  to  render  lo  the  general  govern- 
ment the  assistance  necessary  for  maintaining 
national  integrity  and  federal  republican  institu- 
tions and  to  take  steps  for  defending  the  state. 
Couched  in  these  vague  terms,  the  law  leaves  to 
the  discretion  of  the  governor  of  the  state  the 
measures  to  be  adopted  for  the  purpose  indicated. 

—On  the  night  of  the  13th  the  garrison  of  Fort 
Brum  was  thrown  into  an  agony  of  fear  by  what  was 
considered  an  attack  on  the 'fort.  The  batteries 
were  opened  twice  on  the  attacking  parties,  who 
thereupon  disappeared.  It  now  transpires  that  the 
enemy  comprised  four  poor  laborers  who  attempted 
to  pass  the  fort  in  a  boat  on  their  way  home.

Unfurlunalely  we  see  for  the  moment 
very  Utile  chance  foi  l.iigur  supplies  of  cattle  during  llie  next 
inonlb,  as  political  disturbouces  have  ng.-iin  set  in  llils  slate 
wliicli  may  possibly  lead  to  serious  complications  .ind  will,  at 
all  events,  hinder  a  greater  develupnienl  of  ihe  slaughtering 
season  for  some  lime  to  come.
